Sclieduling 

A well rounded, and e-ffective advanced band program sliould 
provide for full band, small ensemble, and individual solo ex- 
])erience. 

Vull band sliould be sclieduled, on a daily basis, for a 
minimum of three hundred minutes per week. 

Time should be allocated in tlie daily schedule to pro- 
vide for at least two sectional rehearsals per week for each 
student. Sectional rehearsals should include small ensemble 
and solo experiences* 

In certain situations it may become necessary to provide 
time witliin the schedule for a training, or cadet band class. 
This ensemble experience should be directed toward, or made 
available for, those students who do not elect advanced band, 
or have not attained the level of musical proficiency necessary 
for admission into the advanced band*
